March shipment hold to £37 17s. 6d., while

An Egg Has More Than Food 
Value.

The usefulness of the egg as a cooking 
agent is well enough known, but that it cap 
be used very effectively for other purposes 
will be news to many. 

The egg is invaluable as a skin food. Beat 
up the yolk with a mixture of glycerine and 
lemon juice (all in equal proportions), then 
heat until the mixture thickens. Place in 
a bottle and cork securely. Rub a little 
into the skin every evening for a few 
weeks before retiring, and wash off in the 
morning, This makes the skin soft and 
white. 

White of an egg beaten to a stiff froth and 
mixed with an equal quantity of rosewater 
will remove inflammation from the eyes. 
Apply with a pad of clean, soft cloth. 

Egg yolk will remove chocolate, mud or 
coffee stains from any kind of material. ex- 
cept velveteen.

Place on the bread rounds, sprinkle grated 
cheese over them. Cover with rounds of 
hread dipped in melted butter and grated 
cheese. Bake in a brisk oven for ten 
minutes. Serve very hot. This is an ex- 
tremely good dish for lunch or supper. 

Mock Scatrops.—Six artichokes. 2oz. but- 
ter, 5oz, grated cheese, 4 pint milk, 1 des- 
sertspoonful flour, shaking of pepper and 


salt, 12 capers. Melt butter, mix flour into 


it until smooth, add milk; boil till thick. 
Boil artichokes without breaking, strain. 
Place each one in a scallop shell. Mix two- 
thirds of the cheese into white sauce. add 
salt and pepper. Four over the artichokes 
neatly. Place 2 capers in each shell. Sprinkle 
remainder of cheese on top of each shell, 
and brown under grill.

' MAKING AT. CLONMEL. 


\ (CASTLES AND COBS. 
(By OLIVER COYNE.) 
UMBERED among the interesting 
N *lote of literary, miscellanea which 
will be offered for sale at Sotheby’s in 
a few days’ time is an autographed first 
‘edition copy of George Borrow’s 
“ Lav TO. , i | 
Of all Borrow’s works “ Lavengro’”’ 
appeals particularly to Irishmen. For 
one thing it exhibits him at the zenith 
of his powers. It is charged (for another) 
with all the insight and humour, the 
observation, the interest and philosophy 
that endear him to the hearts of all 
lovers of what has aptly been termed 
“inconsequential literature.”’ It is 
written in an impeccable, lovely prose, 
and its scope is wide—between its covers 
Borrow travels the British Isles. For 


Irish folk not the least abiding chapters | 
are those—alas! al] too few—which are | 


devoted to the visit he paid to the country 
in the summer of 1815, a visit which was 
protracted to a stay of nearly a year. 
Because ‘“‘Lavengro’’ is really a 
detailed fragment of autobiography, it has 
a further interest in so far as it exhibits 
an author in the making. It opens at 


‘ the date of Borrow’s birth; it closes in 


' 1825 when the ‘‘ scholar-gipsy-priest ” was 
twenty-two; though the book was not 
written until 1851, or thereabouts. George 
Borrow spent, therefore, one of the vital 
impressionable years of. his life among 
us. If, in his later life, the effects of his 
Irish sojourn are not so apparent as one 
might be led to suppose, there are in the 
few Irish chapters of ‘‘ Lavengro’”’ in- 
disputable evidence of the way that life 
was heading. 


AN ADVENTUROUS START. 


The journey started adventurously. 
Borrow, a soldier’s son, set forth from 
Harwich, with his father and a corps 
eight hundred strong, for Ireland in two 
ships, “ very large, but old and crazy.”’ 
A storm overtook them when near Beachy 
Head, and literature almost suffered an 
irreparable loss in consequence; for the 
ships nearly foundered.. ‘‘ We escaped 
as by a miracle,’’ he says, ‘‘ from being 
dashed upon the foreland.’’ Eight days 
later, however, they were in sight of 
Ireland—eight days from Harwich! 
Anchor was cast in Cork Harbour, “a 
beautiful and romantic place,” he calls 
it, and the company ascended a wide 
river in’ boats, until they came to the 
city. and disembarked. 

Borrow’s description of Cork, as he saw 
it a century or more ago, des not err on 
the side of flattery. ‘‘It was a large 
city, as large as Edinburgh to my eyes, 
there were plenty of fine houses, but little 
neatness; the streets were full of im- 
parities; .-habdsome equipages rolled 
along; but-the greater part of the popula- 
tion. were. in rags ;. ogars abounded ; 
there was no lack ‘of merriment, However ; 
boisterous shouts of laughter were heard 
on every side. It appeared a city of 
contradictions. ’’ 

A longer sojourn in the city would 
probably have caused young Borrow to 
revise his opinion somewhat on the multi- 
“tude ofthe’ folk in rags, But soon the 
corps were on their three-day march to 
Clonmel, their headquarters. The 


. condition of South-West Ireland did not 


inspire him:—‘‘We _ passed’ through 
several villages, as I suppose we may term 
them, of rude, low huts, the walls formed 
of rough stones without mortar, the roof 
of ffags, laid over wattles and wicker- 
work ; they seemed to be inhabited solely 
by women and children; the latter were 
naked, the former, in general, blear- 
eyed beldames, who sat beside the doors 
on low stools, spinning. We saw, how- 
ever, both men and women working at 
a distance in the fields.’’ 


IN THE MAKING. 


‘It was in such a village that he heard 
Irish spoken for the first time by an 


ancient crone, and determined, with that } 


eagerness which was. his especial bent, to 
learn it—the first foreign language he 
had happened upon—-at the earliest 
opportunity. Here is a glimpse of 
Borrow in the making. Later on the 
march, he was to hear only Irish spoken— 
a sidelight this on the use of the Gaelic 
tougue in comparatively iecent times. A 
somewhat strange dress was worn in 
Tipperary in those days. ‘‘ Several low, 
uncouth cars passed by, drawn by starved 
cattle; the drivers were tall fellows, with 
dark features and athletic frames; they 
wore long, loose blue cloaks with sleeves, 
which last, however, dangled unoccupied ; 
these cloaks appeared in tolerably good 
condition | On their heads were 
broad, slouching hats; the generality of 
them were bare-footed.’’ The soldiers 
jested with them, and the fellows laughed 
in turn, '' bat what they said, who knows, 
it being in rough guttural language, 
strange and wild.” When, I wonder, did 
these long, blue cloaks pass out of fashion ? 
That the party were Irishmen and not 
yipsies, as may occur to one, is proved 
in the passages that follow. In one of 
them Borrow’s father says that no one can 
Jearn Irish unless he is born to it, “ and 
even in Ireland the respectable people do 
not speak it, only the. wilder sort like 
those we have passed.’’ 

Clonmel the author describes as on the 
bank of a beautiful river, “rather an 
ancient place,” and containing a popula- 
tion of, perhaps, ten thousand. Curiously 
enough, the last census figure gave 
Clonmel’s inhabitants as ten thousand. 
The town’s chief glory is that it was within 
its boundaries that young Borrow was put 
to school. ‘‘ I had been to English schools 
and to the celebrated one in Edinburgh,’’ 
he says, ‘‘ but my education would not be 
what it is to-day—perfect—had I never 
had the honour of being alumnus in an 
Irish seminary.’’

Stands 
that school to-day, I wonder, and remain

The “Hay Hotel.” 


A correspondent writes :—The reference 
in the “ Diary’ to some old Dublin cuffee- 
houses somehow carried my memory back 
about twenty-five years to the nights when 
[ occasionally resorted to a Bohemian 
rendezvous in Great Britain street, that 
will be remembered by many who have 
just passed middle age. The front part 
of the premises was a fodder shop, and 
the display of hay and other feeding-stuffs 
for sale to jatvies—more numerous then 
than now—gave rise to the name the “ Hay 
Hotel.’’ 

Behind the shop there was a large bare 
room in which refreshments were provided 
to satisfy the jarvey’s “inner man.” The 
menu was limited to thick cups of thick 
coffee—how hot that coffee was!—and very 
thick sandwiches ; but there was always 
a roaring fire before which .any a kipper 
was grilled on a knife-point. Nobody 
could know who “discovered” the place, 
but at the time I was introduced jt had 
become a recognised haven for a large and 
mixed circle «f men whose business or 
pleasure kept them away from ‘home late 
at night or early morning. 

The “hotel” was always well con- 
ducted, and was open all night, and I 
often wondered when the proprietor and 
his spouse rested. Here in the “wee sma’ 
hours’’ one found wayfarers of various 
occupations and opinions, and conversa- 
tions turned to any subject, from the prices 
of cattle and politics to literature and 
art. Changed habits and the gradual 
reduction of the number of hackney cars 
probably forced the doors of the “Hay 
Hotel ” to be closed at last.

The Black and Tans. 


Most people not familiar with hunting 
wonder why the Scarteen Hounds are called 
“ Black and Tans,”’ but the real reason, of 
course, is that the pack is composed of 
twenty-five couples of pure-bred Irish black 
and tan beagles twenty-three inches in 
height. Up to a few 
years ago this pack 
were called Harriers, 
but are now listed 
under the heading 
of Foxhounds. They 
hunt foxes until 
Christmas, and deer 
afterwards. | 

These hounds are 
descended from the 
Kerry beagles; in 
former years there 
were many private 
packs in “Kerry. 
Daniel O’Connell—- 
, the Liberator—kept a 
pack of Kerry beagles at his place, 
Derrynane. 

The Scarteen (‘‘ Black and Tans’’) 
country lies in Tipperary and Limerick. 
It is all pasture, with very little wire. 
These hounds have been in the family of 
the present Master and owner for over 150 
years. Mr. Clement Ryan’s great-grand- 
father, grandfather, and father hunted 
them in turn. Mr. Clement Ryan was 
Master 1864-1904, when he handed over the 
pack to his nephew, Mr. John J. Ryan, 
the present Master. 

Many well-known people hunt with 
these hounds, amongst whom are Lady 
Dorothie Moore, M.M., and family, of 
Mooresfort; Captain T. L. Considine, of 
Derk House, and a newcomer, General Sir 
George Franks, who commanded a division 
in India, and has taken a house in the 
district.

Irish Astronomer’s Honour. 


Dr. Andrew Claude de Ja C. Crommelin, 
the eminent Irish astronomer, who has 
been proposed as the new President of 
the Royal Astronomical Society, is a 
native of Cushendun, in County Antrim, 
where he was born sixty-four years ago. 
He is the third son of the late Mr. 
Nicholas Crommelin, and grandson of Mr. 
Andrew Mulholland, cf Springvale, 
County Down 

Dr. Crommelin traces his descent from 
Louis Crommelin, whose son, Louis, was a 
Huguenot refugee, and one of the founders 
of the linen trade in Ulster. Dr. 
Crommelin was educated at Marlborough 
and at Trinity College, Cambridge, where 
he was a Scholar and twenty-seventh 
Wrangler. 

He early showed promise of his studies 
in astronomy, and when he was only 
twenty-three years of age he was elected a 
Fellow of the Royal Astronomical Society. 
In 1889 he became an assistant master 
at Lancing College, and three years later 
became an assistant at the Royal 
Observatory at Greenwich.

A Neglected Genius. 


: Ghe Channel Tunnel. 


Those who, #ike myself, dread the 
Dover-Calais passage are hoping that a 
speedy decision will be come to on the 
Channel tunnel. I fear, however, that, 
even if a favourable decision is arrived at, 
and the work started almost inmmediately, 
the qualmless’ crossing will still re 
main very much in the future, for the 
work would probably run into years. The 
Simplon—fourth, in order of construction, 
of the Alpine tunnels——took over five years 
to complete, and it is said that no 
previous engineering feat had the details 
so well thought out beforehand. Six 
hundred lives had been lost on the St. 
Gothard tunnel, and the contractors for 
the Simplon resolved that nothing would 
be left undone to reduce to a minimum— 
eliminate, if possible—these terrible 
casualty figures. They made the well- 
being of the men their first concern; and 
it is interesting to read (as I did recently 
in an article written during the actual 
progress of the work) of the dressing halls 
which were provided, fully equipped with 
baths and water douches. On pressing a 
button (each man had his own specially. 
numbered) a complete suit of tunnel 
clothes descended from the roof, and his 
own discarded garmertits were hoisted. up- 
wards, where they were safe and out of the 
way till he came off duty. Then, on 
alighting from the train which brought 
them from their work, the men were 
driven to the hall, which was heated for 
their reception, and there they changed 
their soiled and wet clothing, which was 
taken away to be washed and dried before 
the next using. Adjoining the hall was:a 
canteen, where they could get well-cooked 
meals, pure beer and wine; breakfast, 
dinner and supper being provided for the 
sum of eleven pence per day. This, how- 
ever, was in 1898 ' 


Ghe Last of the Square-Riggers. 


The ship that is said to be the sole 
survivor of the nineteenth century on the 
British Register of Shipping is now home- 
ward bound from Australia to Ireland. She 
is the four-masted’ barque “ Garthpool,’’ 
owned by Sir William Garthwaite, and is 
described as the last of the square-riggers, 
and the ‘‘Victory’’ of the British 
merchant fleet. Built in 1891 for the Cal- 
cutta-Dundee jute trade, she is new in 
danger of consignment to the ship- 
breakers, in view of a reclassing survey in 
the near future. 

It is suggested that the ship should be 
converted into a club, and moored, 
generally fully rigged, alongside the 
Thames Embankment, where she would 
continue to be increasingly an object of 
curiosity as the years pass, and the steam- 
ship triumphs. She would certainly make 
ideal headquarters for the recently 
Chartered Company of Master Mariners, 
reminding that newest of the London com- 
panies of great days when the other com- 
panies of the city were chartered, and 
ventured afar. No more fitting club- 
house could be imagined for this company, 
as it would, at the same time, combine all 
the amenities of a clubhouse in a city 
street with the surroundings suited to the 
company, and add to the attractiveness of 
the Thames at this generally bleak and 
deserted spot. It would aid as a reminder 
to Londoners that it was by such ships 
that their prestige and prosperity came 
into being. |

Sir 
Edward, who is brother to the Marchioness 
of Bute, married the daughter of Mr. 
Frederick Gough. In his more private 
life Sir Edward is known as a breeder of 
Irish pigs and Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 


A Neglected Irish Genius. 


The Rev. Francis Mahony, who, 
although he wrote one of the wittiest 
books published during the whole of the 
nineteenth century, is almost unknown tc 
the present-day literary world, has 
recently had his memories and contri- 
butions to literature revived by one of the 
London literary weeklies. ' 

Mahony was born in 1804 at Cork, and 
studied at the Jesuit College at Amiens 
and at Paris before going on to the Jesuit 
College at’ Rome, where he became. a 
member of the Society of Jesus. He came 
back to Ireland, and was Prefect of 
Studies at Clongowes Wood, but, because of 
scandal, in which he was involved, had to 
resign, and he was expelled from the 
Society of Jesus. 

In 1832, however, he took priest’s orders 
at Rome, and after some time in Jreland 
went to London, where he met the [amous 
{rish littérateur, William Maguire, and, 
through him, began to contribute his 
“ Prout Papers’’ to Fraser’s Magazine. 

Subsequently, Mahony served for several 
years as a journalist. His letters, sent by 
him as Rome correspondent for a London 
paper, attracted much attention. For the 
ast dozen years of his life he was at 
Paris, whence he contributed vivid articles 
to the old Globe newspaper. He died in

During recent months re- 
ference has frequently been made in this 
column to the possibilities of linking up 
Cork Harbour Sy tone Britain and 
European ‘countries by regular air services 
for passengers and bháis” As was pointed 
out by Sir Alan Cobham, however, until 
facilities are provided it cannot be ex- 
pected that anything in the nature of 
regular air services can be established. 
For the initia] purposes of this project 
he calculates that, in view of the natural 
resources of the upper and lower harbours, 
all that is required is a sum of less than 
three thousand pounds, Sums of money 
considerably in excess of that amount have 
frequently been spent by the Cork Harbour 
Commissioners on less ambitious schemes, 
and it is to be hoped that in this connec- 
tion they will adopt a long-sighted policy 
by taking steps for the establishment of 
Cork as one of the air ports of Ireland. 


A BELFAST SCHEME. 


It was pointed out by Sir Alan Cobham 
that this question of an air port had 
already been considered by the Belfast 
Harbour Commissioners, and although the 
difficulties to be faced in the Northern 
capital were numerous in comparison with 
Cork, a scheme had already been adopted 
there, reclaimed land being established as 
a landing base for aeroplanes, with an 
inland lake for seaplanes. When the con- 
struction of Cork Harbour is considered 7” 
and the numerous sites suitable for 
an aerodrome available in the vicinity of 
Queenstown—there seems to be no reason 
why Cork Harbour should not be estab- 
lished as an aerodrome and seaplane base 
combined.

THE REVALUATION OF LIMERICK 


By a two to one majority the Limerick 
Borough Council, at a special meeting, 
rejected the proposal of Mr. L. Forde 
tliat, with a view to the readjustment. of 
the existing valuation of the city, which 
was inequitable, steps be taken for a 
general revaluation, and that the attention 
of the Local Government Department be 
drawn to the matter of finding means to 
carry out the work. Mr. Forde pointed « ut 
that Limerick was greatly undervalued as 
compared with Dublin, Cork and Water- 
ford, and the idea behind the movement 
for a general revaluation was equity for 
all, so that every ratepayer might bear 
his proper proportion of the burden. He 
considered that there was a perfectly fair 
and equitable method of distributing the 
butden of taxation, and that it would be, 
in addition; a big incentive towards 
attracting new industries to their city. 

Alderman P. O. Flynn refuted this sug- 
gestion, and said that, on the contrary, 
revaluation would cripple existing indus- 
tries and assist the ‘‘dumpers.’’ A re- 
valuation would only result in the house- 
holder having to pay more in rates. It 
was pointed out in the course of ithe 
debate that the valuation per capita in 
Dublin. Cork and Waterford was 68s. 9d.. 
as against 41s. 2d. in Limerick, and this 
was largely responsible for the ‘‘ e:-ces- 
sively high and objectionable’’ rate of 
2ts. 11d. in the &. 

Alderman J. Reidy declared that no 
justification was shown for expending 
£2.500 on a general revaluation, and, 
although the Council has declined te 
adopt Mr. Forde’s suggestion, Alderman 
Bourke, T.D., has indicated that he 
intends to bring the matter before the 
Minister for Local Government at an 
early date.

We call ourselves Christians— 
followers of Christ, and, as followers, we 
should imitate him Christ came to dispel 
the ancient coriception of God; God as a 
Cesar, a despot. He came as a free man and 
not as a slave, and He knew that service was the 
partner of freedom.

A tender by Messrs. Rowan and Co., Capel 
street, Dublin, amounting to £403, for the 
supply of trees, seedlings, shrubs and stakes, 
for planting during the coming season, was 
accepted, this being the lowest of five 
tendera. A tender by the Smithfield Motor 
Company for the supply of a Ford galoon 
car to be nsed by the Commissioners jn the 
course of their work, was accepted, 


THE IRISH RAILWAYS. 


In the course of a letter, Senator J. T. 
O'Farrell, discussing our leading article on 
the Irish Railways on Saturday, writes :-— 
“ Your journal has, if I am not mistaken, 
heen an ardent and consistent advoeate of 
arbitration in wages disputes. It and other 
journals representing similar interests have 
persistently inteighed against both the strike 
und the lock-out, and painted beautiful pic- 
tures of the condition of peace and progress 
that would ensue as a result of both sides to 
any industrial dispute referring their points 
of difference tc arbitration. I have yet to find 
that you have ever j rotested against a finding 
uf the Railways Wages Board when it hap- 
ned to be against the employés. Since it 
was first established in 1923, it has given 
numerous heavy findings against the men, all 
of which have been honourably accepted, al- 
though the result has been in some cases to 
reduce thousands of men to the borderline of 
ahsolute want It is not long since. over 
11,000 of the grades affected by yesterday's 
finding were mulcted by the Board in three, 
aud in certain cases four, cuts in wages. Did 
you protest against the finding then? 

The Tribuna! is presided over b an 
eminent judge of the High Court, and has on 
it, umougst others, representatives of the 
Dublin and Belfast Chambers of Commerce. 
All of these independent representatives 
signed the majority report rejecting the com- 
panies’ application. Do you suggest they 
did so lightly, and without giving the fullest 
consideration to all the facts? 

The companies had months to prepare their 
case. They had a host of experts to rely 
upon, and everything in the way of statistics 
anid accountancy, skilf, and other materials 
that make for success. In this respect they 
were much more favourably placed than the 
advocates for the employés. They were un- 
able ta convince the Board, for the simple 
reason that the grades concerned have nothing 
to give, and further because the savings 
during 1928, at the expense of labour and 
through reductions in the cost of materials, 
etc., raised the net receipts of the companies 
to a higher figure than has been the case for 
many years.

The salient featare of the new curréncy 
regime in the Irish Free State, as established 
by the Currency Act of 1927, is, Mr. Colbert 
said, adherence to that international . con- 
vention known as the Gold Standard.

might be taken as regards the question of a 
central bank. “The fact that the system 
here is a sterling exchange standard instead 
of a full gold, or gold exchange standard, 
does not mean that the Free State currency 


Britain. The gold standard system is a world 
system, and none of the individual gold 
stendard nations’ can be said to possess con- 
trol. Each is open to world influences, Great 


monetary dependence on Great Britain.” 


LITTLE CHANGE. 

In the earlier part of his paper Mr. Colbert 
explained the mechanism of the gold standard 
and its effect in stabilising the foreign ex- 


ths Rank of England, The Oprreney Com- 
mission has the sole right. of .issuing legal 
tende- currencv, but the Currency Commis- 
sion is not a bank. The joint stock banks 
keep their accounts at the Bank of England, 
and halances in the Clearing House are 
settled by cheques on the Bank of England. 
The new currency ‘regime im the Free State, 
therefore, has brought very little change 
from the pre-existiig system, and, in so far 
as affects its position in the international 
gold standard system, the Free State may be 
treated as forming part of the London Money 
market. ‘ 
The Irish banks’ power of obtaining legal 
tender currency in the Free State depends on 
the possession of British legal tender and 
of balances at the Bank of England. Unde; 
the Currency Act, the Currency Commission 
has also power to issue legal tender notes 
against gold and sterling bankers’ drafts. We 
may ignore the question of gold in connec- 
tiong with the Free State, since, I presume, 
the Currency Commission does not covet the 
expensive and wholly unnecessary luxury of 
a gold reserve. 

CENTRAL BANK QUESTION. 
I do not propose here to offer any con: 
clusion on the important question as to 
whether a central bank, corresponding to the 
position of the Bank of England, should 
eventually be set up in the Free State. It 
will be necessary to study carefully the 
practical working of the existing system for 
some years before any decision can be made. 
Some theoretical considerations may be 
offered, however. The most important is, 
perhaps, the fact that the absence of a 
central bank in the Free State means that 
the lecal tender note issuing authority has 
no control over internal credit conditions. 
It is possible that after a heavy export season 
the Irish hanks’ power. of -obtaining - legal 
tender would be so inereased that a con. 
siderable credit expansion would take place 
in the Free State at a time when, possibiv. 
credit was being contracted in Great 
Britain, Again, it is possible to suppose that 
eredit would have to be contracted in the 
Free State at a time when it was being 
expanded in Great Britain. 
The Currency Commission world have no 
power to contro] the inflation in the first case 
or to mitigate the deflation in the second. 
Another important consideration is the fact 
that the Bank of England may have to raise 
the level of money rates, owing to the posi- 
tion of the foreign exchanges, at times when 
no increase in rates~ was called for in the 
Free State, and when no increase would, in 
fact, take place if there were a central bank 
here. | 

ADVANTAGES. 

A central bank in the Free State would 
make banking conditions easier here, by open- 
ing up direct rediscount facilities. It would 
create a local money market, with local con- 
trol of credit and money rates. The existence 
of a local money market would greatly assist 
the Government in financing its requirements. 
It would also make it easier for farmers to 
obtain short-term credit, since, presumably, 
the central bank would offer special re- 
discount facilities for agricultural paper. 
As regards the question of a possible rate 
of exchange between the two countries; there 
is no reason why the setting up of a centra! 
hank should make any difference. A 
“pegged ” sterling exchange standard could. 
'f thought desirable, be operated just as well 
hy a central bank as by the present Currency 
Commission. Nor do 1 think that even under 
the existing system it is impossible for a rate 
of exchange to develop in the form of a small 
charge for remitting funds between Ireland 
and England. Again, it is by no means clear 
in theory that the absence of any elasticity in 
ithe cost of transferring funds as between Ire- 
land and England is a good thing for trade. 
As against all this there is the danger that 
ihe setting up of a central bank might be to 
exchange a perfectly good and workable sys- 
tem for a worse one. The present system is 
net fool proof. But a central banking sys- 
tem in the Free State would be very much 
less so. It would be far more open to abuse 
and mismanagement, the consequence of 
which would be disastrous.

GEORGINA, LADY DUDLEY. 


The Timea regrets to announce that 
Georgina, Lady Dudley died on Saturday 
night at her residence, Pembroke Lodge, 
Richmond Park. In the late summer of 1865 
the engagtment was announced of the Earl of 
Dudley, whose first wife had died a few months 
after their marriage, to Georgina Elizabeth, 
the 17-year-old daughter of Sir Thomas and 
Lady Louisa Moncrieffe—the third of a series 
of sisters all famous for their good looks, In 
the first flush of her triumphant Leauty, Lady 
Dudley was lifted to a pinnacle from which, 
in the flight of years, she was scarcely de- 
throned. Her Joveliness was something quite 
apart. Scores of women may be said to have 
challenged her supremacy, and to have been 
her superiors at certain points, but her ex- 
quisitely shaped and poised head, her flower- 
like complexion, her matchlessly beautiful 
eyes, her dignity of carriage, even in early 
vouth, made her fame to rimg through 
Europe. 

For 14 years this queen of beauty lived in 
something like a gilded cage, from which. 
however, there was no wish to escape. Lord 
Dudley, a man of cultured taste and many 
accomplishments. was benevolent and bounti- 
ful, Wht whimsically despotic. He insisted on 
his wife's wearing full dress, even at the 
remoterst shooting lodge in the Highlands. He 
loaded her with corgeous jewels, some of 
which were the subject of a remarkable 
robbery. He honcht the famous Coventry 
vases’ for a birthday present; he gave her 
everything—always excepting any measure of 
responsibility. 

After Lord Dudley's death, in 1885, Lady 
Dudley resumed, to some extent, her social 
engagements, and a ball at Dudley House was 
the last occasion on which wax candles were 
allowed to lend their far more becoming light. 
Offers of marriage rained upon her, Prince 
Bismarck’s son heing the most earnest of her 
suitors. But she would pllow. nothing to 
interfere with her utter devotion to her 
family and to the education of her sons, two 
of whom gave their lives for England.

MR. J. A. E, MALONE. 


Mr. J. A. E, Malone, the well-known 
theatrical manager and producer, died of 
pneumonia, following influenza, at his Lon- 
don residence yesterday. For some weeks 
past he had been busily engaged in the pro- 
duction of the musical comedy, “ Mr. 
Cinders,” at the Adelphi Theatre, London, 
and he has fallen a victim to an outbreak of 
influenza among the management and the 


cast. 

Mr. Malone was the son of Captain Malone, 
V.C., of the Sixth Inniskilling Dragoons. 
Born in India, he was educated at Edinburgh 
University, where he studied medicine, and 
at St. Mary’s Hospital, Paddington, London. 
He began his theatrical career as an actor, 
and afterwards he took to theatrical manage- 
ment. His first effort at management. was 
made at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre, Liver- 
pool, in 1887. It is over thirty years ago 
since he joined George Edwardes, with whom

Colonel A. E. Edwards, who was for six 
years Chief ‘Technical Advisor on Civil 
Aviation at the Air Ministry, has been 
appointed managing director. 

The organisation is to E into service at 
the outset a fleet of one hundred aeroplanes 
for flying, tuition, private hire and - every 
kind of commercial work. Fifty instructors 
will be employed in teaching pupils to fly. 
The company has acquired Hanworth Park 
cstate, near ier a which will be converted 
into a 230-acre central air park. 

In addition twenty-two provincia] air parks 
will be established at towns throughout 
England, and the sites, which are being estab- 
lished in conjunction with “over one 
hundred landing grounds, -are being. carefully 
chosen, so that no house in England will be 
more than 15 miles away from an aerodrome. 

The air taxi-service, which is to be one of 
the activities of the company, will provide 
through connections from all parts of the pro- 
vinces with the regular air services to the 
Continent operating from Croydon. Through 
bookings will be arranged from any town in 
the British Isles to almost any town in 
Europe. 

Each of the twenty-three air parks in the 
network will be equipped with aircraft 
hangars, workshops, a comfortable club- 
house and service faciliies for owner-pilots, 
together with an adequate staff of pilots, 
engineers and personnel, 

The Government assistance is to take the 
form of a grant payable in respect of each 
club member who qualifies for the issue or 
renewal of a pilot’s licence (either as a pri- 
vate pilot or as a pilot for passenger or 
goods aircraft) on club aircraft, British made 
and British registered, 

Present service in the Royal Air Force, 
Air Force Reserve, or Auxiliary Air Force, 
or past service in those forces as a. piloi 
(unless such service terminated before 
August 31, 1921) will be a bar to the grant. 
It will be at a reduced rate after the first 
three years. 

The rate for the first three years will be 
£1 for each club member so qualifying, sub- 


‘ject to a maximum of £15,000 a year, with 


carry-over between years if necessary. 

The corresponding rate for the next seven 
years will bc £5, the aggregate of the grants 
payable for any yeats being limited to the 
smaller of the following alternative maxima— 
viz., (1) £7,500 without carry-over; or (2) 
such sum as may be required in any year 
to bring the certified profts of the company 
for that year up to 5 per cent. of the paid-up 
capital. After ten years no grants will be 
payable. 

The payment of the grants will be de- 
pendent upon ihe fulfilment. by.the company 
of an undertaking to provide and maintain, 
directly or indirectly, twenty ‘new aero- 
dromes and eighty new. landing grounds in 
this country within three years. 


PICTURES ACROSS THE 
_ ATLANTIC. 


WONDERFUL DEVELOPMENT 
OF BEAM WIRELESS. 


In a tiny hut,-lighted only by -a-dim red 
light, pictures from Rocky Point, America, 
were received by short-wave beam. telegraph 
at Somerton (Somerset) during the week-end. 
The process is the culmination of two years’ 
work by the Marconi Wireless Telegraph 
Co., Ltd., and is a British wireless triumph. 

The pictures, which included cartoons and 
views of American buildings, were reaching 
England almost simultaneously with their 
transmission from America, the speed across 
the Atlantic being 186,000 miles a second: 

The receiving apparatus looks like an ex- 
traordinary elaborate type of cylindrical 
gramophone. A piece of sensitised paper is 
placed on a cylinder, and a spot of light, a 
veritable optical paint brush, revolves from 
inside the cylinder on to the “paper. “The 
cylinder and paver move sideways, one- 
hundredth part of an inch every revolution 
of the light until the whole of the paper has 
been covered by the light spot. The paper 
is then developed and in less than a 
minute it is visible in England, complete in 
every detail, 

The system is remarkable for its clarity. 
A facesimile service is in preparation which 
may in time make it the normal procedure 
for telegrams to be received in the actual 
handwriting of the sender, an advantage 
which would be evident in the transmission 
of elaborate columns of figures, as absolute 
accuracy is assured. 

The system at present in emplovment en- 
ables two images, each of eight inches by 
ten inches, to be received fram America in 
less than twenty minutes, and may actually 
reduce costs as compared with present 
methods. In commercial operations one of 
the channels could be used for ordinary tele- 
grams, and the other reserved for urgent 
messages, 
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FARMERS URGED TO

A PLEA FOR ADVERTISING. 


Mr. P. Fahy, principal organiser of the 
Irish Farmers’ Union, at a meeting held in 
Drogheda yesterday, urged the farmets of 
East Meath to organise.

GEARY OUT ON A FIFTH RUN. 

Oxenham and Grimmett bowled after 
lunch, and Hammond with a powerful 
straight drive for 3 hoisted the third century 
when the innings had progressed just under 
six and-a-half hours, but at 508 the partner- 
ship, which had put on 45 runs in fifty-five 
minutes, was broken by the dismissal of 
Geary. Hammond made a vigorous drive to 
the on, for which 4 runs were scored. The 
Gloucester man, anxious to make the most 
of the opportunity, then called for a fifth 
run just as the ball had been fielded.

The analogy fails for 
two one First, Paul was not careless; 
he was, before his conversion, a deeply— 
perha fanatically—religious man; and, 
second, because there is now no manifesta- 
tion, such as changed Satl, which can be 
applied to the careless of our generation, so 
as to change their hearts. 

As we can no longer look for miracles, it is 
on mental influence that we must rely. To 
use that influence successfully we must know 
something of the mental obstacles we have to 


land in their possession, as there never can 
be any hunting in the afforested parts.

THE COST OF LIVING, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The various estimates of the various 
politicians as to the effect on ‘‘the cost of 
living” of free trade or tarifis should not 
blind the man in the street in Ireland to 
the somewhat remarkable prices which he 
has to pay at present for many of the things 
he buys. I give four examples, the first two 
being my own experience, and the others 
being given on the authority of two gentle- 
men, who travelled in a railway carriage from 
Dublin to Dun Laoghaire a short time ago, 
and who may read these lines. Here are my 
own two :— 

1. At Christmas I went into one of the best- 
known shops in Limerick with my small boy. 
He saw a toy and insisted on having it. I 
paid for it ls. 3d. On the following day 1 
saw the identical toy advertised by a London 
store at ls. (post free). There is no tax on 
toys. he experts can calculate the per- 
centage profit-of the Limerick firm. 

2. In a hardware shop in Co. Clare I was 


-charged 1s. 3dy for a pint of methylated 


spirits. Going fe another, I. was cha 
Is. for the.same-quantity, and was told that 
the wholesale price was 10d. (delivered). 

Hers are ihe other two — 

1. One gentleman,stated that he bought a 
pee of shoes in a well-known shop in Londop 
or £2 5s. Finding them comfortable, he 
ordered an identical pair from an Irish branch 
of the same firm, expecting an increase of 16 
per cent. to meet the tax. He was tol 
that the price was £3 12s. 6d. Again, let the 
mathematicians get busy. 

2. The other gentleman said that, taken ill 
in Paris he was prescribed a certain drug. 
It cost him 2s. per dose. Renewed in London, 
it cost 2s. 3d. In Dublin if was again made 
up, and a bill was tendered for 5s. 

I can only give day ‘and date for my own 
experiences, but does one need to go outside 
them to find other reasons than tariffs or 
free trade for the high cost of living that we 
enjoy? Let. our politicians put their heads 
together and seek out these reasons. Let 
them then take immediate and drastic action. 
They can be sure of the heartfelt apprecia- 
tion of the men in the street.—Yours, etc..

JEWISH DRAMA. 
“ ISRAEL IN THE KITCHEN.” 


A packed house received with great 
enthusiasm at the Abbey Theatre last night 
the first production in Dublin of “ Israel in 
the Kitchen ’’ by the Dublin Jewish’ Dramatic 
Society. The play is the work of a young 
cinema violin-player in Manchester, Mr. Noah 
Elstein, and it was awarded the prize offered 
by the Jewish Drama League in 1926 for the 
b:-t Jewish play.

‘Israel in the Kitchen ” belongs to what 
was once known as the ‘‘Manchester School’’— 
that is, it might have been written by Stanley 
Haughton or Harold Brighouse in Christian 
terms., It is a play of slum life, in which 
poverty and close confinement in a kitchen 
living-room are responsible for the vagaries 
of the members of the Israel family. Comin 
originally from Russia, the elder Israel had 
failed to prosper in Engiand, primarily—so 
his wife and one said—because Mr. Isracl 
lacked “push.” His four children all worked 
in clothing factories. Peretz, his mother’s 
favourite, was dismissed because he had 
failed to deliver the surplus tape with the 
completed suits. Hymy was of a “‘low-life,”’ 
gambling his money, and playing the man- 
ubout-town.
